The first step toward a restoration of the 
Union as it was is to maintain the Consti- 
tution as it is.

“ftfsolvfd, That the American Democracy 
place their trnst in tbe inteiligenoe, the 
patriotism and the disoriminatisg justice of 
tbe American leople. 

“That wo regard ibis as a distinolive fea- 
ture in our political creed, wbiob we are 
proud to maiotain before Ihb world, as the 
great moral element in a form of goverameni 
springiog from and upbe'd by the popular 
aill; and we oontravt it with the creed and 
praolioe of Federalism, under whatever 
name or form, whioh seeks to palsy tbe 
will of the ooxetituent, aad whioh conceives 
no imposture too monstrous for (be popular 
oredulity. 

‘‘That the Federal Government is one of 
limited power, derived toUlp from the Con- 
stitution; and the grants of power made 
iherein ought to be striolly construed by 
all the departments and agents of the Gov- 
ernment; and that it is inexpedient and 
dangerous to exercise doubtful oonslilulion 
al powers.” 

And as explsnatory of these the follow- 
ing from Mr. Jefftrson’e inaugural : 

“The support of the Slate Qovemments 
in all tl.eir rights as the most competent 
administrations of onr domestio oonoerns, 
and the surest bulwarks sgainel anii- 
repablioan tendencies 

“The preservation of the General Gov- 
ernment in its whole eonsiilutioaal vigor 
as the sheet-anohor of our peace at Lome 
and safely abroad. 

“A jealous care of the right of election 
by the people. 

“The supremacy of the civil over the 
military auihsriiy 

“Economy in the public expense, that 
labor may bs lightly burdened. 

“The kouest payment of our debts and sa- 
cred prv>servalion of the public faith. 

“Freedom of religion, freedom of the 
press and freedom of person under proieo- 
tion of the habeaa eorput, and trial by juries 
impartially seleoted.” 

Suoh, Demoorate, are the principles of 
yonr parly, essential to public liberty and 
to ths stability and wise ad miDiat ration of 
tbe Government, nlike in peace nnd war. 
They are the priuoiples upon whioh the 
Constitution and Um Union were fouoded; 
and, under the oonEYol of a pvriy whioh ad- 
heres to them, the'’Con8iUutioa would be 
maintained and the Union oould not be 
dissolved.

spirit or aDoiiiion, and who, in sincerity, 
draire the Constitution as it is and ths 
Union as it was. Let the dead past bury 
us dead Rally, lovers of the Union, the 
Coostitntion and Liberty, to the standard of 
the Demooratio party, already in the field 
and eoDfideat of victory. That parly is 
the natnral and persistent enemy of abo- 
lition. Upon this qnestion its record aa a 
national organisation, however it may have 
been at times with particnlar men or in par- 
ticnlar States, is clear and nnquestionable. 
From the beginning of the anti-slavery agi- 
tation to the period of the last Democratic 
National Convention, it has held but one 
language In regard to it.

slavery, or to take incipient steps in relation 
thereto, arc calculated to lead to the most 
alarming and dangerous consequences, and 
that all such efforts have an inevitable 
tendency to diminish ths happiness of the 
people and endanger the stability and psr- 
manenoy of the Union, and ought not to be 
oounienaneed by any friend of onr political 



ine rederal Government to the prinoiplet 
and policy of tbe Demooratie party. To the 
‘‘sober seoond thought of the people,” 
therefore, and to the ballot box, we now ap- 
peal when again in like peril with our 
fathers. 

Bat If every Demoorat eoneurred in the 
polioy of proseeutiog tha war to the utter 
subjagatioo of the Senth aod for the enbver- 
sion of her State governments vnth her in 
Btitations wiihont a eonvention of the States, 
and withont an overtnre for peaca, we should 
jnatae rraolntsiy resist the die banding of 
the Democratic party. It'ls the only party 
capable of carrying on a war; it is the only

The reatoration of a sonnd syatem of in- 
teroal policy demands it; 

Egonomy and honesty in pnblio expendi 
tares, now at the rate of fonr millions of 
dollars a day, demand it; 

The rapid aeeamntalion «f aa enernioae 
aad permanent public debt demand it — a 
pnblio debt already one thousand milliooi 
cf dollars, aod equal at the present rate, 
in three years, to Esgland’s debt of a 
oentory and a half in growth 
Tbe heavy taxation, direct and indirect. 
State and Federal, already more than two 
hundred milliens of dollars a year, eating 
out the BuC'Slenoe of the people, nogment- 
iog every year, demands it; 

Reduced wages, low prices, depression of 
trade, decay of business, soaroiiy of work, 
impeading ruin on every side, demand it. 

And, finally, the reetoraiioa of the eon- 
oord, good feeling and proeperity of former 
years, demands that the Demooratio party 
shall be maintained and mads viotoriooa

Ob Saturdxy last. May 3J, we were 
ordered to Pnlaski to intercept Morgan and 
kis men. At eight o’clock a. h. wc were in 
our saddles and started lor Shelbyville, 
wkere we waited for our Colonel (Smith) to 
arrive from Nasnville, whioh he did at one 
o’clock p M, along with General Dnmont 
and the Ninth Mtohigan (Infantry) Volua- 
(aers. At four o’olook we started again, and 
marched till aboat three o’clock on Sunday 
morning, when we halted, and the second 
squadron, oonaiitiog of Captains Sheaffer’s 
aad Blume’s oompinisa, under Lieut. Col. 
Ruckstuhl, ointinusd to march The two 
remaining squadrons, al day break, turned 
baok to Shelbyville, where we fed ear horses 
and partook of some breakfast, when again 
we started for Murfreesboro, where we ar- 
rived in the afternoon. We were joinsd 
there by tbe First Kentucky (Cavalry) Vol- 
unteers and the Seventh Pennsylvania (C*v« 
airy) Regiment, and started again for Leb- 
anon. We halted within aix miles of the 
town about midnight, tbe First Kenluoky, 
which was the advaaee, being only two 
miles from Morgan’s outposts. There we 
took the wet ground (for it had been raining 
some daring the day) and a rook for our bed 
and pillow, aod rested some, of whioh «e 
great need, havinff had no sleep the

as follows: Tbe support of liberty as agaiaat 
power; of the people aa against their agents 
and servante; and of Sta os rights as 
against oonsolidalion and oentralixcd dos- 
poiiam; a simple Government; no public 
debt; low taxes; no high proteotive tariff; 
no general system of interual improvemsula 
by Federal anthority; no National Bank; 
hard money for the Federal publio dues; no 
assumption of State debts; expansion of 
territory; self-government for the torrito 
ries, suhjeot only lo the Constitution; the 
absolute compatibility of a Union of tbe 
States, “pan slave and pait free;” the ad- 
mission of new Slates, with or without 
slavery, as they may eleoi; non interfereuoe 
by the Federal Government with slavery in 
State or Territory, or in the Diatriat of Co- 
lumbia; and finally, as set forth in the Cin. 
ainoati platform, ia 1866, and reaffirmed in 
I860, absolnte and eternal ‘ -repu liaiion of 
all sectional parties and platforms eonoern- 
iog domestio slavery, whioh seek to embroil 
the Stales and inoite t> treaion and armed 
reeislauoc to law in the Territories, 
and whose avowed purposes, if oonsum 
mated, must end in oivil war and disunion.” 

Sack, Democrats, was the ancient and 
th e recent policy of the Demooratio party, 
ranning through a period of sixty years — a 
polioy consistent with the prinoiplas ef the 
Conetiintion, and absolutely essential to 
the preservation of the Union. 

Deee the hi- lory of the Demoeratio party 
prove that it ought to be abandoaed?

Eight new Stales 
were admitted under strioily Demoeratio 
Administrations — one under the Adminis- 
tration of Fillmore. From five millions, 
Ihe populalion increased to ihirty-one mil 
lions. Ths Revolutionary debt was extin- 
gnished. Two foreiga wars weresnoeessfally 
proseoutad, with a moderate outlay and a 
small army and navy, and withont the sus- 
pension of the habeat eorput- without one 
infraotion of the ConstitoiiOD; without oue 
usurpation of power; without suppreesieg 
a single newspaper; without imprisoning a 
single editor; without limit to the freedom 
of the press, or of speeoh in or out of Oon- 
gress, bat in the midst of the grossest abase 
of both; and withont the arrest of a single 
“traitor,” though the Hartford Cenveniion 



were in great need, havinff had no sleep the 
night previous, and having ridden hard all 
day. 

At dawn of day on Monday morniog, we 
were all awakened by the Afferent oom- 
manders in silence, and slarleJ at a 
gallop for Lebanon, where, as soon as we 
arrived, wa were fired upon from every 
direction, from the streets, houses, stables 
and charohes. The 1st Kenluoky cavalry 
receive i the first fire, losing two men and 
one horee. The 7th Pennsylvania came 
next, and charged in the street to the 
Square, and then retreated to load. Next 
oame our turn, when one platoon of com- 
pany F, Capt. McGowan, charged in the 
street leading to the oourthouse square, 
when they were fired upon from every di 
reoiion and returned the fire, passing on to 
the other end of the town. The other 
oompaniee of our regiment oharged in dif- 
ferent other streets. Those who fired upon 
us were not from Morgan’s squadron; he 
was qnartered at the college, on the out- 
skirts of tbe town, and took immediate flight 
for the mountains, bnt was immediately 
pursmd by parte of the different regiments, 
who kept up Ihe pursuit, killing, wounding 
and taking prisoners all along the road for 
twenty-one miles, when he and his men 
crossed the Cumberland river on a fiat, and 
then escaped, taklag to the mountains. 

Daring ths pursnll. Col. Wolford, of the 
First Kentucky Cavalry, was wounded in 
the thigh and taken prisoner, but was re- 
oaptursd; also, two members of oor regi- 
ment. We lest eight killed, fifteen wounded, 
and ihrae miseing. Several horses were 
killed. On the rebel aide we foond five 
killed and at least forty wounded (who have 
arrived), aad about one hundred and fifty 
prissnet 8 We also captared several horses, 
males, and a load of arms, saddles and 
bridles. 

Colonel Smith, of our regiment, was 
wounded in the leg in tbe first charge, but 
kept in his saddle, and waa with ns all day 
At about two o’clock wo took possession of 
the Courthouse, when all those in town sor 
rendered. To day we put the stars aod 
stripes on tha Coarthouse, were it floated 
eome two weeks ago, and waa taken down 
by Morgan; bnt I think it will remain float- 
ing there now. SpMctea were made on 
the oooasion by Gen. Dumont and Colonel 
Smith. To-morrow aerniog we leave with 
tha prisoners; and as it is growing late, aad I 
need eome rest, 1 will conolode, and remain 
Tours, 4o., C.*D
